Milan : a metropolis in Italy’s northern Lombardy region, is 
a global capital of fashion and design. The Gothic Duomo di 
Milano cathedral and the Santa Maria delle Grazie convent, 
housing Leonardo da Vinci’s mural “The Last Supper,” 
testify to centuries of art and culture. 

Como: is a city at the southern tip of Lake Como in 
northern Italy. It’s known for the Gothic Como Cathedral, 
a scenic funicular railway and a waterfront promenade. 
The Museo Didattico della Seta traces the history of 
Como’s silk industry, while the Tempio Voltiano museum 
is dedicated to Italian physicist Alessandro Volta. Just 
north are the lakeside gardens of the palatial Villa Olmo, 
as well as other stately villas. 

Bellagio: is a village on a promontory jutting out into 
Lake Como. It’s known for its cobbled lanes, elegant 
buildings and Villa Serbelloni Park, an 18th-century 
terraced garden with lake views. Nearby are the Tower 
of the Arts, a venue for exhibitions and performances, 
and the Romanesque San Giacomo Church. Close 
to rocky Loppia Beach, the Museum of Navigational 
Instruments displays sundials and compasses.

Louvre: is a former royal palace located on the Right 
Bank of the Seine in Paris, between the Tuileries Gar¬ 
dens and the church of Saint-Germain TAuxerrois.

Champs-Elvsee: is an avenue in the 8th arrondisse- 
ment of Paris, France, 1.2 mi long and 230 ft wide, 
running between the Place de la Concorde and the 
Place Charles de Gaulle, where the Arc de Triomphe is 
located. It is known for its theatres, cafes, and luxury 
shops, for the annual Bastille Day militar 
y parade, and as the finish of the Tour de France cycle 
race.
